properties rather than stock control, 
such as appeared in the ‘bread and 
food trust cases.’’ 

Mr. Coolidge has had this matter 
brought to his attention, and it is 
asserted by those associated with him 
that he has decided that the anti-trust 
laws are fully protective of the public, 
as shown by the success of the Depaft- 
ment of Justice in getting decrees dis- 
solving alleged monopolies before they 
actually came into tegal stence. 
This.is true in the two cases cited by 
some Department of Justice. officials 
itt their arguments for strengthening 
the anti-trust laws. 

Thinks Revision Unnecessary. 
_Personally,, the President “has con- 
cluded that the laws.do not need -re-} 
vision, although he desires ‘to confer 
with Attorney General Sargent, who is 
coming here this week, béfore making 
a final decision. Mr. Sargent has not 
been convinced by his associates that 


anti-trust laws should be amended and 
it is thought that Mr. Coolidge’s per- 
sonal view will be upheld by the At- 
torney General. Hence, it is accepted 
by officials here that no anti-trust leg- 
islation will be recommended by the 
Administration to the next Congress. 

In the last few months President 
Coolidge has found big business pro- 
ceeding aleng fair, economic lines. and 
Within the law. He does not desire 
to imtroduce into. this situation any 
discussion fora tightening of the 
business laws, knowing that such a 
proposal might lead to a cessation of 
present activities ‘and a depressin 
that would not be for the good of the 
country. 

While holding that business ought 
to be allowed to go ahead on broad 
lines, the President feels that it is 
the duty of the Government to exert 
its influence wherever necessary to 
protect, the investing public. He is im 
eutire agreement with Professor Rip- 
ley’s declaration that investors shou:d 
be furnished with accurate and ade- 
— * information as to companies - 

ering their stocks to the pubiic. 
While he has stated that such. re- 
ports could be more easily obtained 
through action of the States charter- 
ing the, corporation, he understaads 
that the action might le slow and 
would “not. be uniform. 

It is said Mr. Coolidge will recomr 
mend to Congress, Af it is found iac- 
essary, legislation clothing the Federal | 
Trade. Comnftission with authority to 
get such reports from companies -do- 
ing interstate business. This may. not 
be necessary if the United States Su- 
preme Court upholds the present Jaw 
providing that the commission may re- 
quire reports in the form -prescribed 
by it.

Ficcarelli was taken 
to Gouverneur Hospital by Dr. Horo- 
witz, but died on the way. 

Mrs. Cagnina waved good-bye to the, 
crowd as she was taken to the Clinton’ 
Street station. There she became hys- 
terical, saying over and over again 
that she had killed Ficcarelli to avenge 
the death of her son. When the police 
questioning lapsed she sobbed her 
son’s name softly. to herself, as if the 
only impression the crime made on her 
was to recall his memory. 

“Every one in the neighborhood 
knows that. man: shot my son,” she 
said “He was my. only son and a 
very good boy to me.” : 

Hysterically she spoke: in broken 
English. It was necess for De- 
tective Henry Schneider of the Clin- 
ton Street Station and detectives of 
the Homicide Bureau to cease their 
querries and permit .the overwrought 
woman somewhat to. regain her self- 
| control.

Authorities Believe Seatch for 
° Snedecor Death Canse Will 
Reveal Ring’s Activities. 


Special to The New York Times, 
BAY SHORH, L. * Sept. 5.—Secrets 
of one of Long Island’s powerful rum- 
running rings may be brought to light 
in the investigation into the suicide of : 
Raymond Sneaecor of Bag. Shoré, 


whose body was found Friday night. 
District Attorney George A. Hildreth 
of Suffolk County conferred with the 
State. troopers here today and plans to 
attend the inquest on Snedecor’s body 
next Tuesday, 

The authorities. say they, have evi-— 
dence that, Snedecor had become im- 
plicated in the activities of a ring of 
bootleggers, headed. by Captain Edgar 
Reybert, who is alleged to have been 
actively engaged in rum . running. 
Fred Snedecor, a brother of the dead 
man, bitterly denounced. Reybert to- 
day for involving his brother in his 
business and also for his alleged at- 
tention to Raymond Snedecor’s young 
and attractive wife. ~Both of these 
factors, it is alleged, caused Snedecor 
to take his life. Reybert has been 
missing since: the discovery of Snede- 
-cor’s body dnd State troopers are try- 
Ting to trace him. 

Mrs. Raymond Snedecor walked into 
Police Headquarters today to ask for 
the key to her home, which troopers 
investigating the case took with them 
on Friday night. She,’ like Reybert, 
had been missing since the body was 
found. 

She _explained. to Sergeant. Chris 
Kemmiler at the desk that she had gone 
to New York-on Thursday to see a 
physician about a weak ankle, and 
that she had stayed in the city over- 
night. -Her first knowledge of the 
suicide’ was given to her by a friend, 
she said. 

Funeral services for Snedecor will be 
held tomorrow evening at the home of 
the dead man’s mother, Mrs. John 
Snedecor, in Bay Shore, with interment 
in Oakwood Cemetery Tuesday morn- 
ing. Members of the local American 
Legion post of which Snedecor was 
a member, will conduct services 9t the 
cemetery ‘and will fire a ‘volley over 
his grave.
